DALLAS 


Population 


Dallas has a population of 201,088, including immediate 
suburbs, according to the 1921 City Directory. 

Dallas had within its city limits of 23 square miles a popula- 
tion of 158,976, according to the 1920 U. S. census, 
an increase of 72.6% in 10 years, or 550 new people 
every month. 

Dallas ranked 42nd in population in 1920, as compared with 
58th in 1910 and 86th in 1900. 


Industrial 


Dallas leads the State in manufacturing output, according to 
the 1919 U. S. Census of Manufacturers; 457 factories; 
capital invested $42,270,000; 10,677 employees; value of 
output, $93,650,000; this does not take into consideration 
some $20,000,000 worth of goods produced annually by 
Dallas plants just outside the city limits. 

Dallas has an industrial gas rate on a sliding scale from 17c 
to 25c net per 1000 cubic feet. 

Dallas industries can secure power at 1.5c net per k. w. 
upward, varying with amount used. 

Dallas has a water rate of 25c a thousand gallons for the 
first 10,000 gallons, graduated downward for larger quan- 
tities used; total alkalinity in Dallas water averages only 
70 parts per million for the year. 


Commercial 


Dallas ranks as 15th largest jobbing center in the Nation, 
with wholesale business of $600,000,000 in 1920. 

Dallas is headquarters for 3,000 traveling men representing 
its 500 wholesale houses. 

Dallas is the largest retail market in the Southwest, with 
total business reaching $250,000,000 in 1920. 


Transportation 


Dallas has eight trunk line steam railroads and four electric 
interurban lines; these with interurban now building to 
Terrell, furnish 17 steam or electric railway outlets for 
the city, radiating in all directions. 

Dallas has 72 passenger trains and 186 electric interurban 
trains daily. 

Dallas ranks first among cities of the Nation in per capita 
express business. 

Dallas shippers enjoy package car service equalled by that of 
no city of similar size. 


Financial 


Dallas is the financial center of the Southwest and home of 
the 11th Federal Reserve Bank. 

Dallas has 12 National or State banks and ranked 22nd in 
bank clearings in 

Dallas is the Nation’s sixth largest fire insurance center and 
a leader in other insurance. 

Dallas ranked 23rd in postal receipts in the Nation in 1921.

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*Dallas Secures 354 New Concerns 


During First Half of Year 
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SUMMARY of the rec- 
ords of the new indus- 
tries Department of the 
Dallas Chamber of Com- 
=x] merce for the first six 
months of 1922 show tremendous 
commercial and industrial growth, 
during a period when many cities of 
similar size and larger were making 
little if any progress. Exclusive of 
small retail establishments and small 
offices, a complete record of which it 
is impossible to keep, Dallas secured 
a total of 354 new concerns for the 
first half of the year. In addition to 
providing employment for hundreds 
and thus contributing to the city’s 
growth in population, these concerns 
represent an aggregate capitalization 
of close to $75,000,000 and will in- 
crease the annual volume of the city’s 
business by many millions of doliars. 
One hundred and twenty of these 
concerns were granted Texas charters 
and are classified as domestic cor- 
porations. Their combined capital 
stock is $37,897,300. Local concerns, 
not incorporated, number 128, with an 
estimated aggregate capital of $18,- 
000,000 involved. Twenty-nine for- 
eign corporations were granted per- 
mits to do business in Texas, with 
State headquarters at Dallas. Their 
combined capital stock is $22,985,000, 
of which it is estimated that approxi- 
mately $3,000,000 will be employed 
in Texas. Other out-of-State cor- 
porations coming into Texas, with 
headquarters at Dallas, number sev- 
enty-seven, employing an estimated 
combined capital of $10,000,000. 
Increasing Dallas’ Business 
ASED on these figures, new con- 
cerns established in Dallas since 
January first represent an aggre- 
gate capitalization of $68,897,300. In 
addition, eleven existing corporations 
have increased their capital to the ex- 
tent of $3,880,000, bringing the total 
to $72,777,300, and local unincorpor- 





ated concerns, that are constantly 
employing more and more capital be- 
cause of their rapid growth, will eas- 
ily bring the total increased capital 
involved in Dallas business enter- 
prises to the $75,000,000 mark. 


Classification of the kinds of indus- 
tries secured for the period show well- 
rounded development, with manufac- 
turing showing greater gains for per- 
haps any similar period in the history 
of the city. The records of the New 
Industries Department show a total 
of sixty-one new manufacturing con- 
cerns established here since January 
1, of which fifty-five are local and six 
are branch factories of foreign corpo- 
rations. According to the last Feder- 
al Census of Manufactures, Dallas is 
already the leading manufacturing 
city in the Southwest, and this unu- 
sual manufacturing growth has un- 
questionably placed this city still fur- 
ther in the lead. There is great di- 
versity of products represented by the 
sixty-one new factories, and contin- 
ued development of this character 
will soon make Dallas not only one 
of the most important manufacturing 
centers in the country but one of the 
best rounded out industrial cities in 
the United States. 


More Wholesale Houses 


ALLAS continues in favor as 

the logical distributing center 
for the whole Southwest, with eighty- 
nine wholesale and jobbing houses 
represented among the 354 new con- 
cerns. Of this number forty-nine are 
branch distributing houses of large 
northern and eastern manufacturers, 
and forty are local wholesale and dis- 
tributing houses. These firms repre- 
sent a large increase in the demand 
for storage and warehouse space and 
will add materially to the annual vol- 
ume of jobbing business, the extent 
of which at the present time makes 


Dallas one of the vutstanding whole- 
sale markets in the United States. 
The practice of Southwestern mer- 
chants in buying in smaller lots and 
at frequent intervals is making it ne- 
cessary for manufacturers located at 
a distance to maintain complete stocks 
here for immediate shipment, and Dal- 
las’ position at the center of popula- 
tion in the Southwest, with a highly 
developed package car service and un- 
excelled transportation facilities make 
this city the logical distributing point 
and it is recognized as such by prac- 
tically all the large manufacturing 
firms throughout the country. 


A noticeable increase in the number 
of inquiries coming to the New Indus- 
tries Department from day to day in- 
dicate even greater growth as a job- 
bing center during the second half of 
1922. This department is at present 
in communication with not less than 
300 concerns of national importance, 
many of which are on the verge of 
placing important branch houses here. 
Such development not only adds to the 
city’s prestige as a buying center, but 
creates a demand for modern business 
buildings, and many such buildings 
must be erected in the near future to 
take care of this demand. The devel- 
opment of the various industrial dis- 
tricts served by railway trackage 
should be unusually rapid from this 
cause alone. 


Foreign Corporations Come 


NOTHER interesting develop- 

ment shown by the records is the 
fact that thirty-eight important for- 
eign corporations have placed sales of- 
fices in Dallas since January 1. The 
natural tendency is for these offices 
to be expanded as the company be- 
comes established in this territory. 
After the office is opened the next 
step usually is the decision to carry a 
limited stock of merchandise in local 
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warehouses for immediate service on 
smail or rush orders, and as business 
develops many of these offices are 
converted into distributing branches, 
the company acquiring or leasing a 
warehouse and carrying complete 
stocks here. The experience of one 
furnishes an illustration of 
how this development takes place. A 
little more than a year ago a northern 
concern was induced to open a sales 
office here. 
from New York to open the office, 
which consisted of one room in one of 
our office buildings. In a year’s time 
’ their business has developed to such 
an extent that this office now has 35 
employes, and their distribution thru 
local warehouses has reached such a 
volume that the company is planning 
to lease a large warehouse in the near 
future in which ample facilities will 
be provided for a large office force 
and for the immense stock that is re- 
quived to meet their demands in this 
cerritory.

Splendid Oil Development 


4,ALLAS has also” experienced 
splendid oil development of a 

permanent nature during the period. 
Thirty local oil concerns have been 
organized and thirteen out-of-State 
oil companies have located important 
offices here, either to supervise the 
development of large holdings in 
Texas, Arkansas, Louisiana and Okla- 
homa or to distribute refined pro- 
ducts in this territory. A survey re- 
cently made by one of these com-

panies shows that

Construction Races With De- 
mands of Dallas’ Growth 


UILDING permits in Dal- 
las for 1922 up to July 
28 totaled $11,064,348, ac- 
cording to the records of 
D. C. McCord, city build- 
ing inspector. This is compared with 
$15,000,206 in permits for all of 1921, 
and 1921 represented the peak year in 
Dallas construction. 
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Among permits granted last week 
was one for the Silberstein Grammar 
School in South Dallas, $105,000. 
Some items of interest in construc- 
tion circles during the month follow. 

Two apartment houses will be erect 
ed on the campus of S. M. U. for the 
use of the members of the school of 
theology who are marvied, it is an- 
nounced by Judge J. E. Cockrell, chair- 
man of the board of trustees of the 
school. Each of the buildings is to 
cost $6,500. 

The Rosewin Theater on West Jef- 
ferson St. near Tyler, recently com- 
pleted at a cost of $30,000, with a seat- 
ing capacity of 650, was opened last 
month. C. R. McHenry is manager. 

Work on the new three-story dor- 
mitory at St. Mary’s College has been

tractor. It will accomodate 100 girls, 
The new building and improvements 
to be made on the old building will 
cost $150,000. C. S. Dawley is chair- 
man of the building committee. 


Hrpseciagnag construction now under 
way in Dallas has a total valua- 
tion of $1,090,000, with proposed 
church buildings that will likely be 
started before the end of the year 
totaling an additional $1,000,090. 


The 18-story Medical Arts Building 
under construction is one of the tallest 
buildings in the world constructed en- 
tirely of reinforced concrete, accord: 
ing to W. J. Knight of St. Louis, con- 
sulting engineer. 


Austin Bros. of Dallas have been 
awarded the contract for the construc- 
tion of the $8,500 stadium at S. M. U., 
which will seat 3,000. 


The Fred A. Jones Construction 
Company is adding three stories to 
the former home of the Boren-Stewart 
Company recently purchased by the 
Southwest General Electric Company.

MONG the important buildings 

planned for Dallas is a structure 
from 15 to 20 stories in height which 
Louis Blaylock is considering erecting 
on Jackson St. at the corner to be 
created by the extension of St. 
Paul from Commerce southward. The 
building would be constructed espec- 
ially for printing establishments. Z. E. 
Marvin has stated that there will 
probably be a skyscraper erected with- 
in the next two years at the northwest 
corner of the intersection of Main 
and Akard Streets on the site of Mar- 
vin’s Pharmacy. Plans are completed 
for the erection of a ten-story apart- 
ment building at Maple avenue and 
Wolf Street by the Efficiency Apart- 
ment Corporation of St. Louis.

They are the City Hali, 
Fhiladelphia, 537 feet; Travel- 
ers’ Insurance Building, Hart- 
ford, Conn., 525 feet. and the 
L. C. Smith Building, Seattle, 
a 42-story building, including 
tower.

Growth During July

las during July bring 
the total of new concerns for the year 
to more than four hundred, setting 
a record for industrial and commercial 
growth that it is not believed any 
other city of 200,000 population in the 
United States can excell for the same 
period. Elsewhere in this issue is 
published a summary of these con- 
cerns for the first six months of 1922, 
showing the city’s commercial growth 
to be well rounded, with the increase 
in manufacturing plants especially 
noticeable. Dallas continues to com- 
mand attention as the logical distrib-

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Publicity for Dallas 

HE ninth annual official guide 

for shippers and travelers to the 
principal ports of the world, a 1100- 
page leather-bound volume elaborate- 
ly printed, issued by the Osaka Mer- 
cantile Steamship Co., Ltd., Osaka, Ja- 
pan, carried an illustrated four-page 
story on Dallas. This was the only 
inland city shown in the book. Its 
editor told the Chamber that Dallas 
was portrayed because it is the larg- 
est inland cotton market in the world. 
Among views shown was the Dallas 
skyline as taken from the T. & P. 
Building, the City Hall and Union 
Terminal Station, Butler Bros. and 
the Kirby Building. 

Donnelley’s Red Book of Southwest- 
ern Manufacturers and Wholesalers, 
issued by R. H. Donnelley Corp., Chi- 
cago, carried a two-page write-up of 
Dallas furnished by the Chamber, to- 
gether with 26 pages devoted to a 
classified list of Dallas manufacturers 
and wholesalers. The book is dis- 
tributed to all business telephone sub- 
scribers in the Southwest, totalling 
several thousand. 

The Earth, official monthly publi- 
cation of the Santa Fe Railroad Sys- 
tem, issued at Topeka, Kansas, car- 
ried a page in its July number en- 
titled “Dallas, City of Prosperity and 
Progress.” The story and _ illustra- 
tions were furnished by the Publicity 
Department of the Chamber. The 
Earth is issued in very large quan- 
tities and distributed to a mailing list 
of thousands who write the Santa Fe 
for information on the Southwest. 

The Southern Florist, Fort Worth, 
official publication of the Texas Flor- 
ists’ Association, featured a story on 
Dallas, furnished by the Chamber of 
Commerce, in its June 23 issue. The 
issue also carried editorial mention 
of Dallas together with three views 
of the Coliseum and other scenes in 
Fair Park, the 1922 Convention hav- 
ing been held at the Coliseum in July. 

Texas Laundry News, San Antonio, 
official organ of the Texas Laundry 
Owners’ Association devoted two 
pages in its June issue to statistics on 
Dallas furnished by the Chamber of 
Commerce and to a story on the 
State Fair, together with a page of 
views of State Fair Buildings, fur- 
nished by the Publicity Department of 
the Fair. The issue had wide circu- 
lation, being sent to members of the 
National Laundry Owners’ Associa- 
tion which will conclude its conven- 
tion at Houston Oct. 7.

Se) Kinser, 612 Elsbeth St., 
Dallas, which won first 
7 prize in the essay con- 
test conducted by the Junior Chamber 
of Commerce, and gave her 500 points 
in the competition for the trip to 
Yellowstone National Park awarded 
through the Manufacturers’ Depart- 
ment of the Chamber by Frank Reedy. 
Awards for essays presented by other 
contestants were as follows: J. A. 
Wolwood Jr., 400 points, H. B. Cris- 
well, Jr., 300 points, J. C. Phillips, 
200 ponts, and Miss Irma Stephenson, 
100 points. 

Miss Kinser was a member of the 
1922 graduating class of Oak Cliff 
High School. 

Her essay, entitled, “Why Dallas 
People Should Buy Dallas-Made Prod- 
ucts,” follows: 

“Dallas is located in the heart of 
the black prairie region of North 
Texas. It is the financial center of 
the Southwest, one of the twelve 
leading business centers of the Na- 
tion, the first city in the United 
States in the manufacture of sad- 
dlery, harness, and ginning ma- 
chinery, and the second largest dis- 
tributing point for agricultural im- 
plements in the world. Dallas is a 
city known throughout the country 
for its fine spirit, its homes, its 
schools and its churches. 

“And what has caused the as- 
tounding growth of this city, which 
makes it stand out pre-eminent 
among those of the Southwest? The 
answer lies in the fact that Dallas 
citizens patronize and boost home 
industry, taking infinite pride in the 
institutions of their city. 


Helps Neighbors 


HERE are two main reasons why 

Dallas people should buy Dallas- 
made products. The first of these is 
the debt which every man owes to 
his fellow citizen, who have made 
possible his safe, comfortable exist- 
ence. When one buys products made 
in Dallas, he is helping his neighbor 
and paying back, in a measure, that 
debt which many leave forever un- 
paid. The second reason is the dom- 
inant pride of every true citizen in 
the welfare and progress of his home 
town. When we buy Dallas-made 





goods, we create a greater demand 
for them. An increased demand for 
these products necessitates more work- 
ers in the factories to meet the re- 
quirements of the populace. More 
men in the factories means an in- 
creasing population, which results 
in building and furnishing of more 
homes. It is a fact that from Jan. 1 
to June 1, 1922 building permits in 
Dallas totaled $8,000,000. With the 
coming of more people, more food and 
other commodities must be produced 
calling for more and still more la- 
borers. And so the endless cycle 
goes on, with the city growing bigger, 
better and more public-spirited each 
day. 

“Moreover, business firms in other 
places, watching the growth of our 
city, decide that Dallas is the ideal 
place for them to take up their 
abodes, and so the first five months 
of this year have witnessed the lo- 
cation in Dallas of 300 new firms. 


Keep Money Circulating 


URTHERMORE, by purchasing 

Dallas-made products we can keep 
the money made in Dallas in circula- 
tion here, thereby increasing the 
wealth of the city. The adherence of 
Dallas citizens to the principle of 
spending their money here caused 
Dallas to rank twenty-second in the 
bank clearings in 1921, although she 
ranks forty-second in population. 

“All of these excellent results have 
come from purchasing Dallas prod- 
ucts, and there is no limit to the 
good which may accrue as the years 
go by. ‘It’s in Dallas’ means not only 
magnificent buildings, factories, miles 
of paved streets, and a large citi- 
zenship, but that neighborly spirit, 
that interest in public welfare, that 
civic pride—all of which can be im- 
measurably strengthened by patroniz- 
ing home industry.”

Housewives’ Guide 
Distributed 


The housewives’ guide of products 
made in Dallas, compiled and issued 
by the Manufacturers’ Department of 
the Chamber of Commerce, was dis- 
tributed the past month to 20,000 Dal- 
las housewiyes. Any one who has noi 
received a copy may secure it upon 
application to the Chamber. The 





guide contains 15 closely printed 
pages and shows practically every 
product made in Dallas, and the name 
and address of factory producing it. 

The guide carries a note: “For 
the sake of increased employment, 
to insure additional manufacturing 
plants, and that business may be 
better and conditions more secure, 
the housewives of Dallas are urged 
to insist upon products made in Dal- 
las.” 


Factory Total 
for County 
is $116, 160, 150 


ALLAS County had 492 manu- 

facturing establishments in 1919 
with an output for the year of 
$116,160,150, according to the Federal 
census returns just announced for 
Texas counties. The census showed 
the average number of wage earn- 
ers in the factories to be 8,708 and the 
annual payroll $8,752,026. Rent and 
taxes paid by the factories was 
$3,132,609; cost of materials, $83,488,- 
609; value added by manufacture, 
$32,671,541; primary horsepower, 
33,027. 

The census showed the total manu- 
facturing of Texas for 1919 to be 
$999,995,796. This would mean that 
Dallas County produced 11.6% of the 
goods made in Texas for that year. 

As previously announced by the cen- 
sus, the incorporated limits of Dallas 
contained 457 factories with an out- 
put for 1919 of $93,650,900, Dallas 
leading all cities of the State manu- 
facturing, just as it had done on ear- 
lier census years. The bulk of the 
manufacturing that swelled the coun- 
ty figures over the figures for Dal- 
las proper is represented mainly by 
two cement factories, the refineries 
and metal working plants just out- 
side the city limits, chiefly in West 
Dallas and Cement City.

The “Made-in-Dallas” campaign be- 
ing conducted by the Manufacturers’ 
Department of the Chamber of Com- 
merce is resulting in benefit to the 
city as a whole, as well as in in- 
creased business for the factories, ac- 
cording to Boude Storey of the Atlas 
Metal Works. “A number of firms 
have had a noticeable increase in busi- 
ness as a result of the campaign and 
we are very well satisfied with the 
results obtained thus far,” he said. 
Similar comments are being received 
by the Chamber from other manu- 
facturers. 
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Splendid Year Ahead 
of West Texas 
Briggs Report Shows 


The entire space in Holland South- 
western Report of July 1, 1922, is de- 
voted to a report on West Texas as 
prepared by Frank A. Briggs of the 
editorial staff of Farm and Ranch, 
following a three weeks’ tour of West 
Texas. The report dwells at length 
upon the marvelous development of 
West Texas the past generation and 
stresses the splendid conditions and 
outlook there this year. In conclud- 
ing his report, Mr. Briggs says: 

“There is just a touch of the old 
West left. Here and there are cattle 
ranches on which the white-faced 
Hereford has replaced the long-horn. 
Although these ranches often contain 
several thousand acres, more fre- 
quently they are confined to a much 
smaller area, and on each ranch will 
be found a well cultivated farm with 
modern out-buildings, silos, gasoline 
engines, tractors and modern ma- 
chinery cf all kinds. The cowboy is 
more apt to drive to town in a car 
than he is to drive a pony, and some- 
times he does this without removing 
his spurs. Again, we have the big 
farmer in the west with 1,000 to 5,000 
acres in wheat which is harvested 
with a machine known as the “com- 
bine,”’ which heads, threshes and de- 
posits the grain in a wagon. There 
are large ranches and big farms, all 
operated in a modern manner and on 
a business basis, but the glamor is 
gone, and the spirit of the old West 
has been directed along lines of de- 
velopment of agriculture and the pro- 
duction of better beef and dairy ani- 
mals, hogs, sheep and poultry. 


A Land of Opportunity 


“It is a great country and capable 
of supporting twenty times its present 
population. In 1922 it will produce 
more per capita than any other sec- 
tion of the country that can be named. 
A three week’s trip of investigation 
failed to find one farmer, either ten- 
ant or owner, and there are few ten- 
ants, who was dissatisfied with con- 
ditions and his prospects? Bank 
statements conclusively prove that 
while West Texas was frightened dur- 
ing the period of business depression, 
it was not hurt. Not a banker or 
merchant was interviewed who did not 
radiate optimism. They are looking 
ahead to the greatest year in the his- 
tory of the country.”

Fix New Speed Limit on 
Viaduct 


Motor vehicles shall observe a min- 
imum speed limit of 20 miles an hour 
and a maximum speed of 30 miles an 
hour in crossing the newly-paved 
Dallas-Oak Cliff viaduct, it has been 
decided following a conference of 
city and county officials. This plan 
is to speed traffic and prevent con 
gestion. Horse-drawn and slow-go- 
ing motor vehicles unable to atta.n 
a speed of 20 miles an hour shail 
drive withtin one foot of the right 
curb. The city police department will 
be in charge of traffic on the viaduct, 
although it is a part of the county 
highway system. The Oak Cliff via- 
duct is 5,840 feet in length and cost 
originally $680,000 exclusive of pav- 
ing. It was built at a time when 
labor and materials were much cheap- 
er than now. It is said to be the 
longest concrete viaduct in the world.

City Health Department 
Issues Report 


An interesting pamphlet received 
by the Chamber is the annual report 
for 1921 of the City Health Depart- 
ment, Dr. Wilson T. Davidson, direct- 
or of public health. Noteworthy sta- 
tistics in the 36-page booklet include 
the fact that on Jan. 1, 1922, there 
were 40,881 houses in Dallas as com- 
pared with 36,754 on Jan. 1, 1921. 
Of the 40,881 houses, 91.7% had sewer 
connections. The death rate per 1,000 
population was shown to be 12 as 
compared with 13.9 for 1919, 17.2 for 
1918 and 12.7 for 1917. There were 
15,309 food inspections made in 1,933 
establishments during the _ year; 
5,249 inspections of 1,194 dairies, and 
50,991 inspections of premises of 
houses. There are mentions of but a 
few of the activities of the derart- 
ment. The appropriation for the de- 
partment was $101,109.93.
